(a) A film produced in India, which was certified by 
the Board between 1st January, 1986 and 31st De¬ 
cember, 1986 (both days inclusive), except a film 
which had been entered for an award in the 33rd 
National Film Festival of India, 1986, 

(b) A film produced in 1986 either by Doordarshan or 
by others, provided it has been accepted for tele¬ 
cast by Doordarshan (a certificate to this effect 
from the concerned Doordarshan Kendra to be 
given), with or without certification by the Board. 

(c) A film produced in 1986 by a film institute recognised 
by the Government of India with or without certi¬ 
fication by the Board. 

12. Notwithstanding anything contained in regulation 
5, remake of a film that has already Won an award in a parti¬ 
cular category shall not be eligible for entry in the festival 
in that category. Furthermore, dubbed version of a film or 
revised version of a film shall also not be eligible for entry ' 
the Festival. 

13. (I) Entries for Feature films action shall be in a gauge 
35 mm or 16 mm only. 
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(2) The cost of freight for prints and publicity material 
will be borne by the entrants. 

Procedure for selection : 


(2) Entries for Non-Feature films section shall be in 
a gauge of 35 mm or 16 mm or 8 mm/Super 8 mm 
or in the form of video tapes of 1/2' or 3/4" fpal/U 
Made).

(b) short biographical sketches of producer, direc¬ 
tor, screenplay writer, leading^and supporting 
artists, cameraman, audiographer, editor, art 
director, costume design , lyricist, music direc¬ 
tor and playback singer along with two photo¬ 
graphs oach : 

Provided that if a film is being entered for 
specific award(s) biographical sketches and 
photographs should relate to the persons who 
are to be considered for the award(s) for which 
entry has been made. 

(c) Twenty copies of Eyries each in original lan¬ 
guages along with twenty copies of the English 
translation if the producer desires his film to be 
considered for the Best Lyric Award, 

(3) In the case of non-feature film, the following shall 
be furnished along with the entry form : 

(a) Ten copies of the test of the commentary in the 
original language along with ten copies of its 
translation In English; and 

(b) short biographical sketches of the Producer, 
director, animator (in the case of animation 
films), and cameraman (in the case of news film) 
along with two photographs each. 

18. (1) Tho print of the film entered shall reach the Direc¬ 

torate latest by 31st March, 1987. The despatch 
details such as tho title of the film, number of reels 
mode of transport, consignment no. etc. should 
bo communicated to the Directorate by telegram or 
telex. The Directorate reserves tho right to reject 
any entry if the print is not received by the prescribed 
date. 


19. (1) Awards in the competition sections will be decided 
by two juries, one for feature films and the other 
for non-feature films, to (^constituted by the Go¬ 
vernment of India. 

(2) The jury for feature films will be composed of a 
Chairman and not more than 12 members distin¬ 
guished in the field of cinema, other allied arts and 
humanities who arc qualified to judge the artistic 
and technical merits of feature films; 

(3) The jury for non-feature films will be composed of 
a Chairman and not more than 4 members distin¬ 
guished in the field of cinema and humanities and 
qualified to judge tho artistic and technical merits 
of specialised non-feature films; 

(4) While considering the films entered for the award 
at (v) of regulation 5, the Chairman of the Feature 
Film jury shall associate a person each nominated 
by the Department of Family Welfare and Ministry 
of Welfare, as expert. 

2D. (1) The Chairman of the Feature Film jury, at his 
discretion, may constitute panels from amongst the 
members of the Jury. 

(2) The Chairman of tho feature film jury and non* 
Feature film jury may seek advice Of experts in spe¬ 
cialised areas whenever necessary. 

21. The juries will determine their own work procedures. 

22. The quorum for the meetings of the jury shall be 50% 

of the total membership, 

23. (1) In tho ease of the award for the best film providing 

popular and wholesome entertainment the Film Fe¬ 
deration of India shall nominate five films, obtain 
applications in the prescribed form from the pro¬ 
ducers concerned and forward them to the Directo¬ 
rate along with prints of the films and the material/ 
information referred to in regulation 17 by 7-4-1987. 

(2) The Directorate shall place the nominations made 
by the Film Federation of India before tho Feature 
film jury. 

24. Any person directly or indirectly associated with the 
film entered in the festival shall not be eligible to serve 
on the Jury, 

25. The juries shall select tho award winners and give 
their reports to the Government of India. 

26. The juries shall have the discretion to recommend 
that an award in any particular category may not be given if 
they are of the opinion that one of the entries in that category 
is of the required standard. 

27. The Executive Director of the Directorate and/or his 
nominee will be present at the time of the deliberations of 
the juries in order to privido information/clarifications which 
may be required. 

General : 

23. The Producer of a feature film which wins award 
under any of the categories referred to at (i) to (vi), (xxiv) 
and (xxv) of regulation 3 will be granted an additional sum 
of Rs. 5,000 for getting the film sub-tiiled in any other Indian 
or foreign language.
